Ent^rprlees of Bzerzhinekty Bayon, city of KovoelhlrBlc, hare pledged 
to retwm more than I65 million mb leg of vorklng capital to the State in 
1949 by inoreaeing the general efficiency of operatione. The coaatruotlon 
materlala plant, by ecaarertlng the assembly of the S-2C7 miyer to assea^ly 
line methods and by other efficiency meaeuree, expects to acoelarat© the 
tnmoror of vorklng capital by 26 days and release one million rubles to

I. S. Bdlgln, deputy chairman of the Horosibirsk Oblast lExecutlre 
CoBBltteo, gare the uin report on the progress of capital construction in 
the OblMt at the Tourth Session of the RowoBiblrek Oblast of Workers* Bepu* 
ties on 10 aebmary. He reported that the produotlon capacity of the Oblast's 
fee: industry had been considerably expanded in 1946. The ”&aextyy KazhaeB** 
Nlae^ with a capacity ot 60,000 tons of coal per year, was put into operation. 
The drying area in brick enterprises was expanded* Lazge-scale zoeohenisation 
was oatrled out in the BtQ*lln8kiy salt mine . Seventeen hydroelectric iK>wer 
plants were oonstruoted. Hew houses were constaruoted in Berdsk, Tataarsk, 
Teselorka, and many hones were hullt in Iskitim at th« boiler and radiator 
plant and th» Chexnoreohenskly Caoert Plant. 

The Oblast as a whole, hourtwer, fulfilled the 1948 capital oonstruotlon 
plan only Sl.9 percent, and important projects were not completed. The plan 
oonstruction in the construction materials and butter industry 
entezTS'ioes was not fulfilled. Social end cultural con8truoti;.ii was parti ou* 
larXy unsatisfactory • The agricultural electrification plan, constiraotion 
and repair of the trade system were not carried out ouoocssfully. 

Constmotlcn of the hospital in Berdsk and the hydroelectric power pla-^t 
In Mhelyanlno was Interrupted because of the poor quality of the technical 
plans. Oonstruotlon. of milk-conning plants in Hupino Qarasuk was delayed 
because of the lack of technical plans. Hore than half of the projected 
hydroelectric power plants in the Oblast, the important road -oonstruotlon 
projects, and ocannnal economy construction projects, all scheduled for 1949, 
lack tebhnioal plane. 

The canstruotian matbirlale industry will be ecqp&nded considerably in 
1949 i with (mbsequent increase in production of brick, Uaw, and tile. The 
■ala sectors of the Tcosk Ballroad System viU be electrified in 1949. The 
Tolnae of ooastzuotion of rural eteam-eleotrio and hydroelectric power plants 
will be doubled this year over 1946. Irrigation axid water supply in the 
Faxtiblnsk 9tepi>e will be developed extensively, aad a base for stechanizaticn 
of road building will b© get up. 
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
